What Is ... a Whole Lot of Cash? 


NEW YORK I Television’s seemingly unbeatable 
answer man — or question man — has passed 
the $1 million mark on “Jeopardy!” 

Ken Jennings, 30, the whip-smart soft- 
ware engineer from Salt Lake City, won his 
30th straight contest in an episode of the 
game show televised Tuesday. That brought 
his earnings to $1,004,960. 

In his month-long run, Jennings has pro- 
vided more than 1,000 correct questions and 
shattered the previous winnings record of 


$184,900 set by D.C. resident Tom Walsh in a 
seven-day streak last year. Last fall, “Jeopardy!” 
changed its longtime rule that said a champi- 
on must leave after five straight wins. Now a 
player stays on the show until losing. 

The only suspense of the night was in 
whether Jennings would beat the single -day 
“Jeopardy!” record of $52,000 in winnings, 
which he’s tied twice. He seemed poised to do 
so, but proved he was fallible by missing on the 
final clue. He’ll be back to try again, (ap) 


Associate s surrender may 
yield insight on terror chief 

RIYADH, SAUDI ARABIA I A confidant ofOsama 
bin Laden surrendered to Saudi diplomats in 
Iran and was flown to the kingdom Tuesday, 
a potential asset in the war on terror because 
of his closeness to the fugitive al Qaeda chief 
Khaled bin Ouda bin Mohammed al- 
Harby was shown on Saudi TV being pushed 
in a wheelchair through the Riyadh airport. 
He is the most important figure to surface 
under a Saudi amnesty promising to spare the 
lives of militants who turn themselves in. 

“Thank God, thank God ... I called the 
embassy and we were very well-received,” al- 
Harby told Saudi TV in the airport terminal. 

Al-Harby — also known as Abu Suleiman 
al-Makky — is considered a sounding board 
for the al Qaeda chief rather than an opera- 
tional planner for his terror network, a U.S. 
counterterrorism official said, speaking on 
condition of anonymity. 

Another U.S. official said al-Harby was 
not a senior member of al Qaeda. The offi- 
cial, who declined to be identified, called 
him “an aging mujahideen.” 

The Interior Ministry did not say what 
al-Harby is wanted for, but a Saudi security 
official said he is a member of al Qaeda. 

Mansour al-Nogaidan, a Riyadh journalist 
and former militant, said al-Harby appeared 
on a videotape released in November 2001 
in which bin Laden described the planning 
of the Sept. 11 attacks. 

At the dinner shown on the videotape, 
bin Laden praised the attacks on the World 
Trade Center and the Pentagon and credited 
them with inspiring conversions to Islam.

Justice Dept. Details Patriot Act Use 


WASHINGTON I The Justice 
Department on Tuesday gave 
Congress nearly three dozen 
examples of how the Patriot Act 
has been used to prosecute terror- 
ists and other criminals, part of 
an administration effort to coun- 
ter criticism that the law does more 
to harm civil liberties than to pro- 
tect the nation. 

Attorney General John Ashcroft 
presented a 29 -page report outlin- 
ing the examples to members of 
the House Judiciary Committee, 
telling reporters after the private 
briefing that the report provided 
“a mountain of evidence” of the 
law’s benefits.

The Bush administration has 
been trying to squelch criticism 
that the law, enacted a few weeks 
after the Sept. 11 terror attacks, gave 
the FBI and other law enforcement 


agencies too much power to spy on 
people and dig into private lives. Key 
sections of the law expire in 2005. 
President Bush has urged Congress 
to renew those sections. 

The report did not mention some 
more controversial powers, such as 
the FBI’s ability to obtain library 
and bookstore records in terror- 
ism cases. 

The report says between the 
Sept. 11 attacks and May 5, Justice 
Department terrorism investiga- 
tions led to charges against 310 
people, of whom 179 were convict- 
ed or pleaded guilty. The Patriot Act, 
it says, was instrumental in many of 
these cases, curt anderson (ap)

split over same-sex 
marriage amendment 

WASHINGTON | Short on votes and 
beset by internal divisions. Senate 
Republicans struggled Tuesday to 
salvage a respectable defeat for a 
constitutional amendment ban- 
ning gay marriage, an issue that 
President Bush pushed toward the 
top of the election -year agenda. 

“This issue is not going away,” 
Majority Leader Bill Frist of 
Tennessee said in a virtual con- 
cession that the measure would 
fall short of the 60 votes need- 
ed to advance past a Wednesday 
test vote. 

Republicans hopes to gain a 
majority even seemed in doubt, 
although their chances improved 
when an aide to Sen. John Kerry 
said he and vice presidential run- 
ning mate John Edwards did not 
intend to return to the Capitol 
for what amounted to a proce- 
dural vote. Both men oppose the 
amendment. 

The Senate moved toward a 
showdown as House Republicans 
pursued a different plan — seeking 
to pass legislation rather than an

Bush courts Midwest 
as Democrats finalize 
convention themes 

BOSTON I The Democratic National 
Convention will spotlight John 
Kerry’s public service, with particu- 
lar emphasis on the Massachusetts 
senator’s time in the military, and 
include speeches by two former 
presidents and his family, the 
campaign said Tuesday. 

As the United States tries to 
repair relationships with its allies 
and braces for the possibility of 
another terrorist attack, the cam- 
paign said that the July 26-29 con- 
vention will be centered around 
the theme of “Stronger at Home, 
Respected in the World.” 

The opening night will feature 
former Presidents Jimmy Carter 
and Bill Clinton and former Vice 
President A1 Gore. Speakers at 
the second night include Teresa 
Heinz Kerry and Kerry’s fel- 


low Massachusetts senator, Ted 
Kennedy. 

President Bush, meanwhile, 
is courting rural voters in the 
Midwestern states of Mich., 
Minnesota and Wisconsin, close- 
ly shadowing Kerry’s recent 
tour and trying to outflank the 
Democrat on his claim that he is the 
champion of “conservative val- 
ues.” 

In Marquette, Michigan, Bush 
said Tuesday that Kerry abandoned 
support for U.S. troops in Iraq and 
then bragged about it. 

“Leaders need to stand up with 
our military,” Bush told a cheering 
crowd, kicking off a two -day tour 
of three crucial key states that he 
lost in 2000 to Democratic Vice 
President A1 Gore. 

Bush departed Washington with 
one of his twin daughters, Barbara, 
a recent college graduate. Her sis- 
ter, Jenna, made her debut on the 
campaign trail with her father last

Militants in Iraq vow 
other man will die 
unless demands met 

BAGHDAD I Militants in Iraq said 
they killed a captive Bulgarian 
truck driver and threatened to 
put another hostage to death in 
24 hours, Al-Jazeera television 
reported Wednesday. 

Jordanian militant Abu Musab 
al-Zarqawi’s Tawhid and Jihad 
group said last week it would kill 
the two truck drivers if the United 
States did not release all Iraqi 
detainees by last Saturday. The two 
were kidnapped while traveling to 
Mosul in northern Iraq. They were 
last heard from June 29. 

Zarqawi’s group earlier claimed 
responsibility for beheading Nich- 
olas Berg, an American, and South 
Korean translator Kim Sun-il. 

In a video broadcast on Al- 
Jazeera, three men with their 
faces covered by black masks stood 
over a kneeling hostage, identified 
by reporters as Georgi Lazov, 30. 
The video contained the killing but 
it was not broadcast because it was 
too graphic, an Al-Jazeera spokes- 
man said. He declined to say how 
the killing was carried out. 

Bulgarian government spokes- 
man Dimitar Tsonev confirmed 
the killing. Bulgaria, which has a 
480 -member infantry battalion in 
Iraq, had sent diplomats to Iraq to 
try to negotiate the men’s freedom.

Red Cross: U.S. May Be 
Hiding Terror Suspects 


Official says agency is 
unable to find suspects 
reported as captured 

GENEVA I The Red Cross said 
Tuesday that even though it has 
been granted access to thousands 
of detainees at U.S.-run prisons in 
Iraq and elsewhere, it suspects the 
United States is hiding detainees in 
lockups across the globe. 

Terror suspects reported by 
the FBI as captured have never 
turned up in detention centers, 
and the United States has failed 
to reply to agency demands for a 
list of everyone it’s holding, said 
Antonella Notari, spokeswoman 
for the International Committee 


of the Red Cross. 

“These people are, as far as 
we can tell, detained in locations 
that are undisclosed not only to us 
but also to the rest of the world,” 
Notari said. 

Under the Geneva Conventions, 
the United States is obliged to give 
the neutral, Swiss-run ICRC access 
to prisoners of war and other detain- 
ees. It is unclear whether terror 
suspects would be covered by the 
Geneva Conventions, but Notari 
said that “for humanitarian rea- 
sons” the Red Cross should be told 
about all detainees. 

White House spokesman Scott 
McClellan said Tuesday he was 
“looking further into” the Red 
Cross concerns, (ap) 


Military Operation 
In Afghanistan to 
Help Secure Vote 

KABUL, AFGHANISTAN I Thousands 
of American troops have begun a 
new operation to prevent militants 
from derailing Afghanistan’s first 
presidential election, the top US. 
commander here said Tuesday. 

Operation Lightning Resolve is 
“kicking off as we speak,” Lt. Gen. 
David Barno said at his headquarters 
in the Afghan capital. He said the 
operation contains enough “offen- 
sive punch” to keep militants off bal- 
ance and could see an increase in 
targeted, intelligence- driven raids. 
He gave no specifics. 

Barno insisted the switch does not 
blur the military’s focus on catching 
Osama bin Laden, but he acknowl- 
edged he has no firm idea where the 
terror leader is hiding, (ap)

Exec admits company 
in slump after string 
of box office flops 

LOS ANGELES I The Walt Disney Co. 
is counting on spooky film master 
M. Night Shyamalan and a croon- 
ing Julie Andrews to rescue it from 
a cold streak that even the legendary 
King Arthur couldn’t slay. 

The studio, which last year pro- 
duced a record $3 billion in world- 
wide box office revenue, has yet to 
have one film hit the $100 million 
mark domestically — despite high 
hopes for movies such as “The 
Alamo” and “Hidalgo.” 

And with a first weekend take 
of only $15.2 million, it doesn’t 
look like “King Arthur” will make 


it either. The movie cost about $150 
million, according to analysts, and 
may never turn a profit. 

“We’re in a slump,” Disney head 
of distribution Chuck Viane said 
Tuesday. “We’re not pleased.” 

The slump will not affect Disney’s 
profits this year, thanks to huge 
profits generated by home video 
sales of last year’s hits, including 
“Finding Nemo” and “Pirates of the 
Caribbean.” But without a big box- 
office hit, it will be left with little to 
fill next year’s video pipeline. 

Things could conceivably turn 
in the second half for Disney. This 
summer, it will release the thriller 
“The Village” from Shyamalan and 
the sequel “Princess Diaries 2,” in 
which Julie Andrews sings on screen 
for the first time in years, (ap) 


Companies Limit Salary Increases to 3.5% 


NEW YORK I Despite an improved 
economy, cost-conscious employ- 
ers are granting workers limited 
pay raises this year, and plan only 
slightly larger increases in 2005. 

Companies are budgeting pay 
increases of 3.3 percent to 3.5 per- 
cent this year — the third in a row 
below the 4 percent-plus level rou- 
tine in the 1990s — and plan rais- 


es of 3.5 percent next year, accord- 
ing to a survey by Mercer Human 
Resource Consulting to be released 
Wednesday. 

The modest raises will keep 
workers’ pay increasing faster 
than the rate of inflation. But high- 
er worker contributions for health 
care could eat up much of the pay 
gains, analysts said. 


For workers, the most encour- 
aging news may be that the days of 
widespread pay freezes appear to be 
over. About 5 percent of companies 
are freezing pay for at least some of 
their workers this year, down from 
12 percent last year and 16 percent 
in 2002, the Mercer survey said in 
its survey of 1,571 medium- sized 
and large companies, (ap)

Assembly Fixes Sundays-Off Gaffe 


Only 1 delegate opposes eorreetion to Va. law 


RICHMOND, VA. I Withjustone dis- 
senting vote, Virginia lawmakers 
Tuesday corrected an embarrass- 
ing legislative mistake that gave all 
workers the right to take Sundays 
off as a day of rest. 

The bill was approved 36-0 in 
the Senate and 79-1 in the House 
of Delegates. Gov. Mark R. Warner 


then signed it into law; it took effect 
immediately because of an emer- 
gency clause. 

The action came at a rare special 
session convened by the governor 
to correct the blunder. 

“There was a real feeling of, 
‘Oops ! ’ It is in many ways remark- 
able that it doesn’t happen more 


often,” Warner said. 

Earlier this year, Virginia law- 
makers mistakenly revived a colo- 
nial-era law giving Virginia work- 
ers Sundays off if they request it 
and subjecting employers to crimi- 
nal penalties for forcing someone 
to toil on the Sabbath. The mistake 
became law on July 1. 

Delegate Mitchell Van Yahres 
questioned why lawmakers were 


so quick to fix a bill at the bidding 
ofbusinesses. 

“I still haven’t heard anyone 
speak up for the employees. All 
I hear is conjecture about how 
the day-of-rest provisions might 
be abused, how employers will 
suffer and how the sky is cer- 
tainly falling,” said Van Yahres, 
who cast the lone dissenting vote.

Cafeteria Worker’s Case 
Headed to Grand Jury 


Lewis’ son accused 
of bringing firearms 
into Va. middle school 

MANASSAS, VA. | A grand jury is 
scheduled to hear a weapons charge 
against a cafeteria worker whose 
son allegedly brought guns into a 
Gainesville middle school. 

During a preliminary hear- 
ing Tuesday in Prince William 
County General District Court, a 
county police detective testified 
that Naomi Lewis admitted find- 
ing the weapons in her minivan, and 
that she locked the vehicle thinking 
they would be secure. Lewis, 38, 
is charged with bringing a firearm 
onto school property. 

“On the way to school she said 
she noticed a rattling sound in the 
van,” Detective Stephen Piaskowski 
told the court. He said Lewis told 
him that when she arrived at 
the school and checked the van 
she found the weapons, as well 
as a camouflage container with 
ammunition, in her 12 -year- old

Jones Loses Invincibility 


Star of 2000 Games struggles at Olympic trials 


TRACK I Once nearly invincible, 
Marion Jones is becoming more 
beatable with each event at the 
U.S. Olympic track trials. 

Jones, who won an unprecedent- 
ed five medals at the 2000 Sydney 
Games and had talked of trying to 
match that haul in Athens, could go 
home empty handed — if she goes 
to the Summer Games at all. 

She won the TOO four years ago. 
This time she didn’t qualify. She won 
the 200 four years ago. She’ll try to 


qualify in that event starting Friday, 
but her stamina is in question after 
she seemed to fade toward the end 
of the 100. 

And she was a bronze medal- 
ist in the long jump in 2000. On 
Monday night, Jones could do no 
better than seventh in the trials’ 
qualifying round — in an event 
in which only one other American 
has reached the Olympic qualify- 
ing standard this year. 

The adulation that used to 


surround her is gone, while sus- 
picions of drug use have clouded 
her career. 

In what should be her prime 
years as an athlete, the 28 -year- 
old Jones now seems to receive as 
much sympathy as awe. 

“I don’t know what she’s going 
through right now. I don’t envy 
her at all with all the distrac- 
tions that she has out there,” said 
Grace Upshaw, the only other 
U.S. long jumper who has met the 
qualifying standard this season.

Crocker led at the turn and with- 
stood a challenge coming down the 
stretch, touching the wall in 50.76 
seconds. Phelps finished in 51.15, the 
fourth-fastest time in history. 

Aaron Peirsol beat Phelps in the 
200 backstroke final Monday — set- 
ting a world record in the process. 

While Phelps became the first 
U.S. swimmer to qualify in six indi- 
vidual events at the Olympics, his

Fox News Hits Back 


A bruising fight claims a film producer, a news channel and The New York Times 

1 


BRAWLS I Fox News took a swing 
Monday at the critical documentary 
“Outfoxed,” as well as a New York 
Times Magazine article about the 
project. The film uses interviews 
with former employees and internal 
memos to paint the cable channel 
as favoring Republicans. 

In statements passed out to 
reporters at a news conference 
held in New York to promote the 
film, Fox News accused The New 
York Times of cooperating with 
“illegal copyright infringement 
actions” and corrupting the “jour- 
nalistic process.” 

The 80 -minute film uses numer- 
ous clips from Fox newscasts and 
programs without permission. 

Fox claims The New York Times 
gave the channel only one day to 
respond to the charges of bias made 
in “Outfoxed,” and thus “took orders 
from a George Soros funded Web 
site,” a reference to the liberal activ- 
ist group MoveOn.org, a financial 
partner in the film. 

Fox was given a week to com- 
ment for an article in Monday’s

Los Angeles Times, but declined 
to do so. 

“If any news organizations decide 
to make this an anti-Fox News story, 
then all of their material becomes 
fodder immediately for possible out 
of context and biased documenta- 
ries,” the statement read. 

Fox also questioned the cre- 
dentials of the former employ- 
ees interviewed in the documen- 
tary, calling them “low level” or 
incompetent. Some sources, it 
said, never worked for Fox News 
Channel, which is owned by Rupert 
Murdoch’s News Corp. 

“Outfoxed” executive produc- 
er Robert Greenwald said there 
was no substance to Fox’s rebut- 
tal. “They’re doing their standard 
technique, which is name-calling 
and bullying,” he said. “Whether 
the [job] title was booker or staff 
booker in no way affects the fact 
that Fox is a partisan network. And 
what I’ve done in the film is objec- 
tively proven the case.” 

Toby Usnik, a spokesman for The 
New York Times, said, “We don’t get 
into debates about our news cover- 
age. If someone wants to tell us we 
made a factual error, we will exam- 
ine the question closely. Otherwise 
our coverage speaks for itself.” 

“Outfoxed” will screen Sunday 
at 7 p.m. at Visions Cinema.

Why change now? 

Songs are composed for two rea- 
sons: out of vengeance and out of 
necessity. This album was a mix of 
both things. There’s a bit of anger 
directed toward the events sur- 
rounding us that make the world a 
worse place, and I feel the need to 
express that through my music. 

How did “MTV Unplugged” help? 

Not only did it help people get 
to know me in this country, it also 
allowed me to revisit away of record- 
ing and understanding the music 
that, over time, can get lost in a 
production studio. 

How would you describe your voice? 

My voice is raspy, mainly because 
I come from flamenco roots. My 
singing style, perhaps, isn’t the 
cleanest. It’s a distinctive style 


that’s related to flamenco. 

How much of an influence is flamen- 
co in your music? 

I can’t avoid it. Everything I will 
ever compose and sing will have a 
flamenco sound.

ROAD TEST I American car buy- 
ers are finding more fuel-thrifty 
vehicles in showrooms. The lat- 
est: Volkswagen’s diesel-powered, 
mid- size Passat sedan and station 
wagon, which went on sale in 45 
states in late spring. 

Offering 27 percent better fuel 
economy in combined city and 
highway government ratings than 
the base four- cylinder gasoline 
Passat and 41 percent better fuel 
economy than a V6 gas-powered 
Passat, the new models are priced 
just a bit higher than their gas coun- 
terparts. 

These German-built cars pow- 
ered by a diesel four cylinder have 
more low-end torque than many 
gasoline four cylinders — 247 foot- 
pounds at 1,900 rpm — for decent 
get up and go. 

Note, however, that because 
these new models don’t meet the 
stringent emissions requirements 
of California, Vermont, Maine, New 
York and Massachusetts, the diesel 
Passats aren’t sold there. 

The test car was a Passat wagon, 
which ranks as the most fuel- effi- 


cient mid- size station wagon in the 
country. It’s also the only mid- size 
2004 wagon sold in the United 
States with a diesel. 

The car looked like a gasoline - 
powered Passat wagon, save for 
its TDI badging. TDI stands for 
turbo direct injection, which is 
today’s advanced system for get- 
ting the diesel fuel directly and 
efficiently into the engine com- 
bustion chambers. 

Horsepower is just 134, which is 
at the low end for mid- size cars. But 
the torque, which comes on quickly, 
gets this 3,500 -pound Passat wagon 
started in a sprightly manner. 

VW officials said the new Passat

is quieter than earlier diesel cars, 
but the characteristic clattering 
sound of the diesel engine was 
readily heard.

as if a diesel truck were tailgat- 
ing the car.

I have an automatic Chevy Alero. 
Will it hurt the transmission if I 
shift into neutral to coast when I’m 
slowing down, then re-engage by 
shifting to drive when I speedup? 
Not sure if it’s worth it. 

If you wanted a manual trans- 
mission you would have done well 
to purchase one. You’re not gaining 
fuel economy, and you will decrease 
the life of your transmission. 

My 1995 Camaro Z28 keeps loos- 
ing coolant. I have to add a little bit 
every week, but there is no visible 
leak. Where is the coolant going? 

Check for leakage at the corners 
(especially the rear corners) of the 
intake manifold. This is a very com- 
mon problem. 

Chrysler Pacifica or Lexus RX330? 

Both are great cars. I certain- 
ly wouldn’t pay as much for the 
Pacifica as I would for a compara- 
bly equipped RX330. Bottom line:

Still controversial, 
airbags celebrate 
their 20th birthday 

SAFETY I The government esti- 
mates that nearly 15,000 lives 
have been saved by air bags since 
then-Transportation Secretary 
Elizabeth Dole signed an order on 
July 11, 1984, requiring all vehicles 
to have driver’s side air bags or auto- 
matic seat belts by 1989 and pas- 
senger-side bags soon after. 

The rule followed fierce debate 
between air bag advocates and the 
auto industry, which objected to the

cost and warned that because the 
devices deployed with such force 
— many at well over 100 mph — 
they could harm people, particu- 
larly children. 

The warning was prophetic: 
242 deaths, many of them chil- 
dren or small women, are blamed 
on airbags. Deaths peaked in 1997, 
when 53 people were killed. 

Dr. Jeffrey Runge, who heads 
the National Highway Traffic Safety 
Administration, said those deaths 
are one reason NHTSA is slowly 
phasing in a regulation requiring 
side air bags by 2009. 

“The last thing we want to do is 
repeat what happened in the mid- 
1990s,” Runge said. He believes 
the side air bags will save 1,000 
lives per year. Automakers say they 
will add $200 to $500 to the cost 


of a vehicle. 

Brian O’Neill, an air bag advo- 
cate and president of the Insurance 
Institute for Highway Safety, said 
researchers were hampered because 
there were no child or female crash 
test dummies that might have 
shown the dangers of air bags to 
smaller passengers. 

Automakers paid out millions 
to settle air bag lawsuits and began 
installing less forceful devices in 
1997. That action, combined with 
increased seat belt use and place- 
ment of infants in back seats, led to 
a rapid reduction in deaths. In 2003, 
NHTSA confirmed six deaths. 

By 2006, every new vehicle 
will have sensors to make sure 
air bags inflate lightly or not at 
all if the occupant is too small.

Why do you think competitive 
swimming is such a popular part 
of the Olympics, yet is otherwise 
ignored by the world of sports? 

The Olympics are, in some ways, 
more about storylines than athlet- 
ics. So every four years, we get to 
hear about how Jenny Thompson is 
balancing med school, the death of 
her mother and swimming. It makes 
for great drama and the stories can 
be touching and heartwarming. 

That said, swimming is much 
better live than it is on television. 
Though these are incredible ath- 
letes, it simply doesn’t translate 
well to a broad audience. 

Is spitting in another swimmer’s 
lane really a big offense. What’s 
with the controversy that recently 
emerged over this? 

Hard to tell. But Gary Hall Jr. 
seems to be smart enough to know 
that any publicity for swimming is 
good publicity. So why not spar with 
your rivals a bit? 

Are there any good rivalries among 
U.S. swimmers, or is Michael Phelps 
just too far ahead of everyone else? 

The build-up for these trials has 
largely centered around Phelps and 
his pursuit of six, seven, maybe eight 
gold medals in Athens. It’s deserved 

— he is incredible — and that atten- 
tion has brought the spotlight to his 
sport, if only temporarily. 

What folks need to understand 
heading to Athens — and what 
Aaron Peirsol pointed out Monday 
night in the 200 -meter backstroke 

— is that Phelps isn’t invincible.
